1 pkg yeast, active dry or com­

1 tbsp, sugar

warm water in w'arm bowl; stir 
until dissolved.

IN THIS loosen we study the 
work of a man who has been 
called “th® last of the proph­ 
ets,” We don’t know exactly 
when he lived, but from the 
Bubject matter we know it was

This work, called the book 
of Malachl, is really anony­ 
mous. We have no evidence, 
either within the book or else­

translation of Malachl is simply 
"my messenger,” a title prob­ 
ably adopted by a later editor 
from the first verse. Many think 
It was written by Ezra. 


The reason for this la plain 
to Malachl—the “law of Moses” 
has been forgotten.

Whoever he was, the man we 
•hall call Malachi wrote at yet 
another time of discouragement 
for Israel. We have seen how 
Hagged exhorted the people to 
rebuild the temple, telling them 
they could not expect God’s 
blessing while it lay in ruins. 
Now the temple has been re­ 
built, but still there la no pros­ 
perity. Disillusionment has fol­ 
lowed—and with It, moral lax- 


most 
blasphemous 
(3:13-15), 
and how they have failed to 
pay their tithes (3:7-12). It Is 
not that God needs their pro­ 
duce but that He wants evi­ 
dence of their love, as He doe® 
of ours.

Foreign Aid 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
John F. Kennedy says that specul- 
tion against the dollar has lost its 
allure and no extrem e or restric­ 
tive measures are needed to cope 
with the problems remaining. 
However, Kennedy did not plug 
for the status quo in international 
currency arrangements. He said 
fie United States will always be 
receptive to suggestions for ex­ 
panding the arrangements.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Any 
change in state laws dealing with 
the observance of Sunday should 
be made through the Legislature, 
a Rom an Catholic Social Action 
leader said today. 
The Rt. Rev. Msgr. Francis J. 
Carney of the Diocese of Cleve­ 
land, chairm an of tile Social Ac­ 
tion section of the Ohio Catholic 
W elfare Conference, issued a state­ 
m ent w'hich said, rn p art: 
“ A m ericans who are ‘religious 
people’ 
(U.S. 
Suprem o 
Court), 
w i t h traditonal Sunday observ­ 
ance, would deplore any change 
in the present laws which would 
be conducive to the secularization 
of Sunday and m aking it a day 
of business as usual. 
“ If it should becom e necessary 
th at a change be m ade in the 
existing laws, it should be done 
by the prudent action of the Leg­ 
islature rallier than accom plished 
through action spurred by em o­ 
tionally charged cam paigns con­ 
ducted by p a r t i c u l a r interest 
groups for economic 
advantage, 
rath e r than for m oral, religious 
and social m otives.” 
The statem ent, issued through 
the Catholic W elfare Conference 
in Columbus, urged
